3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art references are US 2002/01 301 06 to Mertens et al., which 
teaches a method for cleaning target substrates, and US 6,058,945 to Fujiyama et al., 
which teaches a substrate cleaning method. The prior art references of record, taking 
alone or in combination, do not anticipate or suggest fairly the limitations of: 
performing a rinse process on a substrate surface having both hydrophobic and 
hydrophilic areas by supplying only pure water at a first feed amount onto both 
hydrophobic and hydrophilic areas of the surface, and continuous with the rinse 
process, continuing to supply the pure water but at a reduced amount while rotating the 
substrate and moving a pure-water feed point outward from a center of the surface, in 
combination with the other process steps as instantly recited. Upon further search no 
other prior art has been located at the date of this Office action.
